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Dear Mr. President: 

1 regret that I was unabte to return to the villa m time to see you a fain- I wanted, of 
course, to be able to see you personally before 1 left in order to assess where we stand 
and how we should proceed in the long and winding road to peace. 

That the agreement Dr Karadzic signed was a step forward is undeniable But, as die 
world press has noted, much remains to be dor.e Allow me to make two points. 

I. Compliance with ihe terms of the July 18-19 statement 

This is the first test that must be passed by the Republika Srbska and the SDS. If in the 
next few days and weeks, there is any violatior or evasion not only of the letter but the 
spirit of the statement Rale must understand diat we (the United States, NATO, 
Frowick) will be prepared to take whatever act on is required tc get Pale back on course, 
This might include sanctions reimposirion, action by Ambassador Fiowidc, action by 
NATO,, or other deeds to be determined at the rime. I know you are aware of this, 
because we discussed it but it is vital that Pale understand that Washington's response 
would be swift Ambassador Kornblum plans to visit Belgrade next week to discuss 
this further with you. 

In this regard, the additional oral assurances gv«n to us on the evening of July 18 at 
your villa by Mr. Krajisnik and Dr. Buha are vury important. When I briefed Secretary 
Christopher, Secretary Perry , and their colleagues at the White House on July .19, they 
attached particular importance to the unprublisried and urrpublictzed assurances that we 
received that night concerning the use of posters of Karadzic and his private (Le., secret 
or unpublicized) participation in the affairs of Jie RS or the 5D5. I told them how Dr. 
Buha had raised his hand and gave his word tiat these things would not happen, and 
then shook my hand, as 3 guarantee on this pcint They are determined that Buha's 
*oath* be fulfilled. 

I also wish to go beyond the narrow discussion we had in Belgrade about Karadzic. 
The essential point is that Krajisnik and Buha must ensure that the elections go forward 
without intimidation of the voters by the SD£. Abo, the 5DS must stop openly arguing 
against the very essence of the Dayton Agreements. Krajisnik's complaint over dinner 
July 18 that FfOR and the US. were trying to create a strong central government was 
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disturbing precisely because it was correct; tha: is our goal, and one which was agreed 
to at Dayton. The RS signed those agreements, and they call for a central government. 
We will Dot tolerate — before or after me decisis ** open attempts to thwart that goal. 
(T o the extent that the Federation sometimes ah o moves away fr-^ that goai we wiB 
continue to press them, and President Tudjman. as well.) 

I trust that you will use your influence and skills to make these points to Pale, since this 
is as much hi your interest as in ours.

The future of Dr. Karadzic 



As 1 predicted to you, we have been criticized publicly for f ailin g to obtain agreement 
that Karadzic and General Mladic present themselves at The Hague. I nxogruxc, of 
course, that this was not realistic during our sht >rt trip, although it remains my 
government's goaL The next step is the permanent departure of Karadzac iron* Pale, i 
do not care at the outset where he goes - to an 1 mastery or elsewhere. Bu t we consider 
his departure from the town which he has domnated essential. Even if he fulfills the 
&xacf terms of our agreement, his continued presence in Pale will carry with it the 
wrong message, not only to the world but to fm Bosnian Serbs. If Krajisruk and his 
colleagues wish to end their total isolation inth? world, they must get Wm out of Pale 
as the next step, after which we will move on- 

This is also ixnpoxtartf for Serbia- My colleagu a | in Washington remain ready to move 
forward on steps that will bring Yugoslavia bac< Into full membership in the world 
community both politically and economical^ l iut thi$ requires more action on the 
gafflfafr/Mforffr frrypta, 

I will not in this letter, review again the details of our private discussions on this 
matter- But I can say tha t when Roberts Owen md I reported to Secretary Christopher 
and Ambassador Kornbium on our talks with you on this subject including Milan's last 
words to me in Belgrade ("don't take Montenegro off the table") the Secretary was 
interested in more details. Ambassador Korhbl _urv will be in direct touch with you 
about the next steps in this critically-important process. 

I would propose the following: Karadzic shoul 1 leave Pale, ostensibly of his own free 
wilt immediately. Even if his first Stop is somewhere else in Bosnia, this would be a 
major step forward. You would be substantial) .' benefitted by it Once this process is 
underway, it ccidd pick up momentum. John Korriblurn is ready to discuss this further 
with you.
